DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Drews et al (5,334,648). 

Drews et al shows a mixture of urea formaldehyde resin and polymer latex 
emulsion polymerized using a polyethyleneoxyphosphate ester surfactant. The urea 
formaldehyde resin is blended with the polymer in a weight ratio of 9:1 thus; the polymer 
is present in an amount of about 10 per cent. 

2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Drews et 
al (5,334,648). 

It would have been obvious to employ the claimed polyethyleneoxyphosphate 
ester surfactant since it is a conventional and commercially available surfactant as 
evidenced by page 6 of the instant specification. 

3. Claims 14-17 are allowed.
